Elder  Ezra  Taft  Benson,  mem- 
ber of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve, 
and  former  U.S.  Secretary  of 
Agriculture,  will  speak  Wednes- 
day at  10  a.m.  in  the  Smith 
Fieldhouse. 

A member  of  President 
Dwight  D.  Eisenhower’s  Cabi- 
net from  1953-61,  Elder  Benson 
has  traveled  throughout  the 
British  Isles,  Europe,  Asia, 
Scandinavia,  Mexico,  Canada, 
Yugoslavia,  Poland,  Germany 
and  Russia.  He  has  met  with 
such  world  leaders  as  Prime 
Minister  Nehru  of  India,  Yugo- 
slavia’s Tito  and  Premier  Khru- 
shchev of  the  Soviet  Union. 

Elder  Benson,  the  first 
churchman  in  a President’s  Cab- 
inet in  a century,  attended  Utah 
State  Agricultural  College  and 
was  graduated  with  honors 
from  BYU.  At  BYU  he  was  vot- 
ed “most  popular  boy.”  He  also 
attended  Iowa  State  College  in 
1926. 

THE  SON  OF  A pioneer  fam- 
ily, Elder  Benson  was  born  on 
Aug.  4,  1899,  in  a two-room 
frame  house  in  Whitney,  Idaho. 
According  to  Time  magazine,  he 
could  drive  a team  of  horses  at 


Petition  goes 
to  Kennedy 

A telegram  carrying  1200 
names  and  urging  the  resump- 
tion of  atmospheric  .nuclear 
testing  was  sent  to  President 
Kennedy  Monday  night. 

David  Terry,  a graduate  bio- 
logical sciences  students  who 
solicited  names  for  the  tele- 
gram, said  a 100-word  message 
headed  the  petition. 

A QUOTATION  from  George 
Washington,  “To  be  prepared  for 
war  is  one  of  the  most  effectual 
means  of  preserving  peace,” 
w’as  included  in  the  message. 

There  was  little  opposition  to 
the  petition,  according  to  Terry, 
but  he  said  he  was  disappointed 
in  the  apathetic  response  of  the 
students. 

A ratio  of  one  woman  to  150 
men  signed  the  telegram,  he 
said. 


4;  at' 10  he  was  thinning  sugar 
beets,  and  at  14  he  was  left  to 
run  the  family  when  his  father 
was  called  on  a mission. 

From  1921-23  Elder  Benson 
preached  the  Gospel  through  the 
slums  of  Newcastle,  England, 
which  had  been  hit  by  postwar 
depression.  Wearing  workman’s 
pants  and  a green  turtleneck 
sweater,  he  became  a familiar 
figure  preaching  to.  groups  of 
unemployed  on  street  corners. 

After  college  graduation  he  be- 
came Idaho  State  farm  manage- 
ment and  marketing  specialist, 
economist  for  the  University  of 
Idaho  Extension  Service  at  age 
30,  and  executive  secretary  of 
National  Council  of  Fai  mor  Co- 
operatives in  Washington,  D.C., 
from  1939-44. 

AN  ADVOCATE  OF  the  phil- 
osophy that  “God  helps  those 
who  help  themselves,”  Elder 
Benson  stated  his  farm  policy 
by  saying,  “A  completely  plan- 
ned and  subsidized  economy 
weakens  initiative,  discourages 
industry,  destroys  characters 
and  demoralizes  the  people.  You 
never  help  people  by  doing  for 
them  what  they  can  and  should 
do  for  themselves.” 

Elder  Benson  is  married  to 
the  former  Flora  Amussen,  and 
they  have  six  children,  Reed  A., 
Mark,  Barbara,  Beverly,  Bonnie 
and  Flora  Beth.  All  except  the 
youngest.  Flora  Beth,  have  at- 
tended BYU.

Speaker  gives  challenge  . . , 

Freedom  up  to  youth

Gen.  Carlos  P.  Romulo  charg- 
ed the  youth  of  today  to  think 
— about  the  race  for  power  in 
which  the  nations  of  the  world 
are  now  engaged. 

The  Philippine  President  des- 
ignate told  the  near-capacity 
Fieldhouse  audience  that  free- 
dom is  up  to  the  youth  of  Amer- 
ica. 

They  must  live  up  to  the  be- 
liefs and  practices  taught  by 
America’s  forefathers  that  all 
men  are  created  equal. 

THE  MONDAY’S  forum  aud- 
ience was  told  that  Americans 
should  have  a yardstick  to  mea- 
sure the  position  of-  the  United 
States  when  international  crises 
arise.  Gen.  Romulo  said  this 
measurement  of  judgment  must 
be  based  on  logic  and  reason. 

In  making  this  measurement, 
Gen.  Romulo  explained  that 
Americans  must  consider  three 
major  premises; 

1.  IS  THE  UNITED  STATES 
an  imperialistic  country?  In 
view  of  the  facts  that  the  United 
States  has  annexed  no  territory, 
imposed  no  will  by  force,  ex- 
ploited no  country,  Gen  Romulo 
contends  that  the  United  States 
is  not  imperialistic. 

2.  IS  THE  COMIVIUNIST  ob- 
jective world  domination?  Gen. 


Romulo  said  Communist  doc- 
trine preaches  that  communism 
will  overtake  capitalism  just  as 
capitalism  is  an  outgrowth  of 
feudalism. 

3.  IS  CURRENT  involvement 
a life  and  death  global  struggle 
against  Communism?  The  de- 
sire of  the  Communists,  Gen. 
Romulo  continued,  is  to  destroy 
American  prestige  all  over  the 
world.  America’s  duty  is  to  re- 
sist this  threat  wherever  and 
whenever  it  exists. 

On  the  question  of  admission 
of  Red  China  to  the  United  Na- 
tions, Gen.  Romulo  stated  he 
was  emphatically  against  such 
a move.  In  the  eyes  of  the  U.N. 
Red  China  is  an  agressor  na- 
tion. 

TO  ADMIT  THEM  would  des- 
troy the  faith  the  peoples  of  the 
world  have  in  the  U.N.  and  also 
help  Russia  kill  the  U.N. ' 

He  said  most  people  of  the 
world  believe  that  the  leader- 
ship enjoyed  by  the  United 
States  for  over  a decade  is  being 
seriously  contested.  Further, 
many  believe  that  the  superi- 
ority of  the  United  States  in  the 
use  of  arms  is  gone. 

He  charged  that  America 
should  live  up  to  its  ideology 
and  thereby  succeed  in  the  race 
for  peace.

Terrorist  leaders  captured  in  Paris 


File  Nile  slated  Friday

PARIS  (UPI) — Police  announced  last 
night  the  capture  of  two  key  leaders  of  the 
“Plastic  Gang”  whicli  has  been  setting  off 
bombs  here  to  protest  President  Charles  De- 
Gaulle’s  plan  to  give  Algeria  its  indepen- 
dence. 

Jean  M.  Vincent  and  Edward  Tissandier, 
described  as  “the  ringleader  of  the  bomb- 
ers and  his  chief  aide,”  were  arrested  Sun- 
day in  western  Paris  on  the  basis  of  infor- 
mation received  from  six  bombers  captured 
earlier.  Vincent  and  Tissandier  are  both  22 
and  both  were  born  in  Algier-g. 

The  arrest  of  Vincent  and  Tissandier 
was  described  as  a “major  victory”  over 
DeGaulle’s  riglitest  foes.  It  heartened  tlie 
30,000-odd  civil  and  military  policemen 
massed  here  to  deal  with  any  trouble  aris- 
ing from  the  expected  Algerian  cease  fire. 

Police  raiders  also  found  scores  of  “sec- 
ret army”  propaganda  leaflets,  plans  of 
military  camps,  forged  passports  and  other 


papers  and  plans  for  future  plastic  bomb- 
ings. 

Strafing  attempt  fails 

SAIGON,  SOUTH  VIET  NAM  (UPI)  — 
U.  S.  backed  President  Ngo  Dinh  Diem  es- 
caped an  apparent  attempt  on  his  life  today 
when  American-made  fighter  planes  bomb- 
ed and  strafed  his  palace. 

A Saigon  radio  broadcast  said  the  pro- 
peller-driven planes  were  piloted  by  rebels 
of  tlie  South  Viet  Nam  Air  Force. 

Tanks  manned  by  forces  loyal  to  Diem 
and  armed  jeeps  set  up  a protective  ring 
around  the  Presidential  Palace,  and  the 
government  announced  the  situation  was 
normal  an  hour  after  the  eai’ly  morning 
attack.  Army  and  navy  units  declared  their 
loyalty  to  Diem.

Men  not  made  equal

Gen.  Carlos  Romulo,  distinguisljied  speaker  at  the  Mon- 
day forum  assembly  left  as  his  opinion  that  “we,  the  people, 
of  the  United  States”  should  not  disillusion  the  world  in 
^denying’  the  message  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence, 
that  all  men  are  created  equal.” 

We  feel  this  premise  is  not  now  valid  and  that  all  men 
are  not  now  created  equal. 

IN  THESE  UNITED  STATES  there  is  not  equality  in 
birth,  and  we  have  not  attained  that  equality  which  is  set 
up  as  a standard  by  other  (undei^developed)  nations  for 
themselves  to  follow. 

Perhaps  we  should  be  more  open  in  frankly  admitting 
that  we  do  not  yet  enjoy  this  equality,  and  this  would  al- 
leviate some  of  the  tight  corners  of  diplomacy  in  which  our 
great  standard  has  on  occasion  placed  us. 

We  feel  that  the  people  of  the  United  States  should 
busily  engage  themselves  in  finding  out  just  what  it  is 
which  goes  to  make  -up  the  mind  of  the  so-called  “inscrut- 
able Oriental.” 

IN  GEN.  ROMULO’S  last  visit  he  proposed  that  the 
United  States  sell  not  its  money,  but  its  citizenry.  This  is 
International  Week  here  at  the  “Y”  and  this,  of  all  weeks 
would  be  a good  one  for  us  to  start  to  make  our  inquiries. 

If  we  are  to  follow  the  advice  and  examples  of  Gen. 
Romulo,  we  should  increase  oup' technological  advances  at 
the  expense  of  the  comfort  of  the  citizenry,  as  Mr.  Kennedy 
would  have  us  do,  and  expend  great  effort  in  simply  out- 
doing the  USSR  in  all  stages  6f  science. 

AND  SHOULD  WE  use  arms  against  our  “Communist 
foes”  simply  because  they  have  no  ethics?  These  are  ques- 
tions which  came  to  our  mind  as  Mr.  Romulo  spoke  of  the 
perils  of  the  global  conflict  in  which  we  are  now  engaged. 

On  the  non-admission  of  Red  China,  we  stand  with 
General  Romulo.  Until  they  can  show  beyond  doubt  that 
they  are  not  aggressors,  and  that  they  are  willing  to  take 
hold  of  their  responsibilities  in  world  affairs,  they  should  be 
ignored.

Foreign  students 
receive  help  in 
cutting  red  tape 


With  the  introduction  of  the 
space  age,  electronics  has  be- 
come an  industrial  giant. 

Many  people  associate  elec- 
tronics only  with  the  entertain- 
ment mediums  of  television,  ra- 
dio and  recording  equipment. 

In  reality,  reported  E.  C.  Jepp- 
sen,  director  of  the  Technical 
and  Semi-Professional  Insti- 
tute, electronics  involves  virtu- 
ally every  segment  of  industrial 
activity. 

WITHOUT  electronics,  he  con- 
tinued, satellites  would  not  be 
circling  the  earth,  automation 
would  come  to  an  abrupt  stand- 
still, economic  growth  would  be 
halted,  and  Colonel  John  Glenn 
would  not  have  been  able  to 
circle  the  earth. 

In  the  ever-increasing  demand 
for  people  trained  for  such 
complex  operations,  the  elec- 
tronics technician  is  in  a most 
enviable  position.  Director  Jepp- 
sen  said. 

PRESENT  industrial  and 
technological  demands  require 
a ratio  of  five  technicians  to 
every  engineer  in  America’s 
economy.

UPON  completion  of  the  two- 
year  program,  the  student  gra- 
duates with  a certificate  indi- 
cating his  field  of  specialization. 

Director  Jeppsen  then  said 
that  the  engineering  technician 
is  then  ready  to  use  the  basic 
principles  learned  in  this  pro- 
gram as  a guide  into  defense, 
communications,  metallurgy,  re- 
search and  engineering  assist- 
ance.
